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CONST ISLAND STAKES. 

Again Daily Racing Form calls the atten- 
tion of owners and trainers to the great array 
of stakes offered by the Coney Island Jockey 
Clnb tkat are to close next Wednesday. They 
are sixteen in nnmber, of which ten are fer the 
snmmsr meeting of 1900, five for the autumn 
meeting of 1900, and one— the Faturity— for the 
autumn meeting of 1902. The stakes for the 
June meeting are the famous Suburban Handi- 
cap, $10,000, one mile and a quarter; the June 
Handicaps, viz: The Coney Island, $2,000, three- 
quarters of a mile; Sheepshead Bay, $2,000, one 
mile, and Long Island, $2,500, one and an eighth 
miles; the Advance Stakes, $3,000 added one and 
three-quarter miles, all for three-year-olds and 
upward. The Swift, $1,500 added, seven-eighths 
of a mile, and the Spindrift, $1,500 added, one 
and one-eighth miles, are for three-year-olds. 
For two-year-olds are provided the Great Trial, 
$20,000, abont six furlongs, and the Double 
Event of $10,000, to be run in two races of $5,000 
each, with $1,000 additional if the same horse 
wins both parts. The conditions of these 
stakes, as well as those for the antnmn meeting 
and of the Fatarity of 1902, are advertised in 
this issue and should receive careful study and 
hearty patronage. 

THE CALIFORNIA FUTURITY. 

TRe California Futurity founded by the Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club calls for as much added 
money at the Eastern Faturity stake. The 
estimated cash value of the stake is $50,000, and 
already entries are ponrinf in from all over the 
United States and Canada, bat it behoves the 
breeders of this state to respond in liberal 
style. California should give these stakes at 
least 500 nominations. No owner of a thorough 
bred broed mare cm afford not to come in 
One ef the main objects of these stakes is to 
increase the value ©f thoroughbred yearlings 
and the breeders of this state should csrtaialy 
be alive to thsir best interests. 

Nominations for the California Jockey Club 
Futurity Stakes close on January 2, 1900. The 
California Jockey Clnb adds $8,750. The race 
is to be run over the Oakland race course dar- 
ing the month of December, 1902. It is confi- 
dently expected that there will ba 1.G00 entries 
at $10. This will yield $10,000, which, together 
with the added money, will bring the valae 
close up to $20,000. There are three other pay- 
ments which should certainly bring forth 
another $20,000, ontside the starting fee of $250.
